WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Consumer  prices,  paced  by  tumbling 
mortgage  rates,  inched  ahead  at  an  annual  rate  of  2.1  percent  in 
September,  the  smallest  increase  since  spring,  the  government 
said  Tuesday. 

President  Reagan  hailed  the  report  as  a  sign  his  administration 
was  “clearing  away  the  economic  wreckage”  of  the  past,  but 
private  analysts  said  the  weak  economy  was  responsible. 

Matched  1976  rate 

The  report  on  the  Labor  Department’s  Consumer  Price  Index 
said  inflation  was  running  at  an  annual  rate  of  4.8  percent  in  the 
first  nine  months  of  the  year.  That  matched  the  level  for  all  of 
1976  and  raised  the  possibility  that  inflation  for  all  of  this  year 
would  come  in  at  its  best  pace  in  a  decade. 

Meanwhile,  the  Treasury  Department  was  expected  to 
announce  new  figures  Tuesday  showing  the  deficit  for  the  just- 
ended  1982  fiscal  year  reached  a  record  of  about  $110  billion.  That 
would  top  the  previous  red-ink  record  of  $66.4  billion  in  1976. 

Good  news 

Reagan,  campaigning  for  GOP  congressional  candidates, 
quickly  seized  on  the  inflation  report  as  good  news  for  the  eco¬ 
nomy. 

He  told  a  rally  in  Raleigh,  N.  C. ,  that  inflation  is  “back  to  where 
it  was  in  January  of  1977,  when  Gerald  Ford  left  office.” 

Moreover,  he  said,  “We  are  clearing  away  the  economic  wreck¬ 
age  dumped  in  our  laps.” 

But  House  Speaker  Thomas  P.  O’Neill,  D-Mass.,  contended 
the  figures  were  “nothing  to  brag  about.” 

He  said  they  resulted  from  the  worst  recession  since  the  1930s 
and  added:  “Of  course  prices  are  not  rising  as  fast  as  they  were  — 
no  one  is  buying  anything.” 


Private  economists,  too,  said  the  weak  economy,  abundant 
grain  supplies  and  the  worldwide  oil  surplus  were  chiefly  re¬ 
sponsible  for  keeping  this  year’s  increases  in  consumer  prices 
well  under  the  8.9  percent  of  1981  and  12.4  percent  of  1980. 

Major  victory 

“We  are  achieving  a  major  victory  on  inflation,”  said  Allen 
Sinai,  senior  economist  at  Data  Resources  Inc.  in  Lexington, 
Mass.  “The  costs  of  that  victory  are  quite  sizable,”  he  added, 
noting  unemployment  is  at  its  highest  rate,  10.1  percent,  since 
1940. 

Donald  Straszheim,  economist  at  Philadelphia’s  Wharton  Eco¬ 
nometrics,  said,  “The  essence  of  the  inflation  improvement  is 
captured  in  unemployment  going  one  way  and  inflation  going  the 
other.” 

In  its  report,  the  department  said  consumer  prices  rose  a 
seasonally  adjusted  0.2  percent  in  September,  matching  the  gain 
of  April.  Those  prices  climbed  0.3  percent  in  August. 

Precise  calculation 

If  prices  went  up  for  12  straight  months  at  last  month’s  pace, 
the  yearly  increase  would  be  2.1  percent  after  seasonal  adjust¬ 
ment.  The  annual  rate  reported  by  the  department  is  based  on  a 
more  precise  calculation  of  monthly  changes  than  the  figure  made 
public. 

For  the  12  months  ending  in  September,  prices  rose  5.0  per¬ 
cent. 

In  a  separate  report,  the  department  said  inflation-adjusted 
average  weekly  earnings  declined  0.3  percent  in  September,  the 
same  as  in  August.  It  said  inflation-adjusted  average  weekly 
earnings  in  September  were  0.9  percent  below  what  they  were  in 
September  of  1981.

Copycat  crimes 
scare  residents 

GRAND  JUNCTION,  Colo.  (AP)  —  After  a 
third  case  of  product  tampering  in  2Yz  weeks, 
storekeepers  in  this  Colorado  River  town  say  cus¬ 
tomers  are  opening  boxes  and  checking  seals  on 
just  about  everything. 

The  telephone  at  the  county  health  department 
rings  almost  constantly  these  days.  Halloween  may 
be  out  the  window.  And  a  druggist  says  residents 
“are  scared,  really  scared.” 

Rat  poison  was  found  in  Anacin  capsules  Mon¬ 
day.  The  day  before,  a  tranquilizer  pill  was  found  in 
a  frozen  pie.  Two  weeks  before  that,  a  hospital 
patient  suffered  corneal  burns  when  he  used  a  bot¬ 
tle  of  acid-laced  Visine  eye  drops. 

“Three  in  two  weeks  —  I  guess  the  word  ‘weird’ 
isn’t  strong  enough,”  said  Gary  Leonard,  the  chief 
of  police  in  this  city  on  the  western  slope  of  the 
Rocky  Mountains. 

Leonard  says  his  department  has  developed  no 
leads  and  no  suspects.  Although  “copycat”  product 
tampering  incidents  have  occurred  nationwide  fol¬ 
lowing  seven  deaths  from  poisoned  Extra-Strength 
Tylenol  in  Chicago,  Leonard  says  it  is  a  mystery 
why  three  happened  in  this  community  of  80,000 
people. 

“People  are  calling  us  about  everything  from  wa¬ 
ter  smelling  like  gasoline  to  canned  pears  that  taste 
funny,”  Dr.  Kenneth  Lampert,  director  of  the  Mesa 
County  Health  Department,  said  Tuesday. 


New  laws  target  union 


■  WARSAW,  Poland  (AP)  —  Parliament 
enacted  laws  cracking  down  on  “social  pa¬ 
rasites,”  juvenile  delinquents  and  drunk¬ 
ards  Tuesday  over  the  objections  of  mem¬ 
bers  who  said  the  new  laws  are  aimed  at 
Solidarity  union  members  and  other  dissi¬ 
dents. 

As  the  bills  headed  toward  approval 
during  a  debate  in  the  460-seat  Parliament 
of  the  Communist-run  government,  non¬ 
communist  Deputy  Karol  MalcurZynski 
warned  the  new  measures  could  be  used 
against  fired  workers  of  the  outlawed  Soli¬ 
darity  union,  journalists  and  those  purged 
under  martial  law. 

,  He  called  the  bills  “pernicious  and  de¬ 
magogic.” 

Deputies  also  appealed  privately  for 
political  trials  of  former  leaders  now 
ousted  and  disgraced,  including  one-time 
Communist  Party  chief  Edward  Gierek 
and  his  closest  assistants,  for  bad  econo¬ 
mic  decision-making.  The  appeal  was  re¬ 
ported  by  sources  at  the  Parliament 
building. 

Prosecutor  General  FranciSzek  Rusek, 
who  opened  the  Parliament  session,  said 
passing  the  laws  on  work  shirkers,  juve¬ 
nile  delinquents  and  alcoholics  “will  be  of 
great  significance  for  strengthening  the 
rule  of  law  and  contribute  to  a  stronger 
fight  against  the  most  dangerous  symp¬ 
toms  of  social  pathology.” 

The  measure  on  “social  parasites,”  sup¬ 
ported  by  Premier  Gen.  Wojciech 
Jaruzelski,  has  raised  concern  among  Ro¬ 
man  Catholic  Church  and  intellectual  cir¬ 
cles  because  of  its  strict  provisions  for 


monitoring  work  and  studies. 

Such  laws  have  been  used  in  the  Soviet 
Union  against  dissidents  fired  from  work 
and  then  prosecuted  for  “social  parasit¬ 
ism”  because  they  don’t  have  jobs. 

Similar  legislation  was  passed  in 
Czechoslovakia  after  the  crackdown  that 
followed  the  Soviet  invasion  to  crush  that 
nation’s  liberalization  in  1968.  Martial  law 
was  declared  in  Poland  last  Dec.  13. 

The  measure  requires  Polish  males  be¬ 


tween  the  ages  of  18  and  45  to  say  how 
they  earn  a  living.  If  they  have  been  unem¬ 
ployed  or  not  attending  school  for  more 
than  three  months,  the  measure  demands 
a  “satisfactory”  explanation. 

Those  who  cannot  give  a  good  reason 
are  put  on  the  “notorious  work-dodgers 
list,”  Deputy  S.  Fiuk  said,  and  could  be 
forced  to  work  at  a  government  job  or 
punished  further.  It  is  unclear  from  the 
legislation  what  heavier  penalties  could  be 
imposed. 


Reagan  to  visit  Utah 
to  back  campaign 
for  Hatch  re-election 


President  Reagan  has  scheduled  a 
brief  stop  in  Utah  Friday  to  campaign 
for  Sen.  Orrin  Hatch,  R-Utah. 

A  spokesman  for  the  Utah  State 
Legislature  confirmed  Tuesday  that 
Reagan  will  campaign  in  Salt  Lake  City 
Friday  morning  on  behalf  of  Sen.  Hatch 
in  his  bid  for  re-election  against  his 
Democratic  opponent,  Salt  Lake  City 
Mayor  Ted  Wilson. 

It  will  be  Reagan’s  second  visit  to 
Utah  in  slightly  more  than  one  month. 
The  president  visited  Odgen  in  Septem¬ 
ber  to  aid  Hatch  earlier  in  his  cam¬ 
paigning. 


Hatch’s  Utah  County  campaign  head- . 
quarters  would  not  confirm  Reagan’s 
visit. 

The  visit  by  Reagan  is  part  of  a  two- 
day  political  tour  through  the  West.  He 
leaves  Washington  on  Thursday  for 
stops  in  Casper,  Wyo.,  and  Great  Falls, 
Mont. ,  before  winding  up  the  day  with 
an  appearance  on  behalf  of  Senate  hope¬ 
ful  Chic  Hecht  in  Las  Vegas. 

The  president  will  stop  in  Salt  Lake 
City  on  Friday  morning  before  flying  on 
to  Roswell,  N.M.,  where  he  will  aid  the 
re-election  campaign  of  Sen.  Harrison 
Schmitt,  R-N.M. 


Prejudiced  attitudes  changing

day’s  story  focuses  on  changing  attitudes  toward 
blacks  at  BYU  and  across  the  nation.

Roughly  every  black  American  has  the  same 
opportunity  to  graduate  from  high  school  as  every 
white  American.  The  margin,  however,  sharply 
decreases  at  the  college  level. 

For  the  black  American,  unless  he  is  athletically 
inclined  or  awarded  an  academic  scholarship,  gra¬ 
duation  from  college  is  still  a  distant  dream.  To  the 
black  Americans  attending  BYU,  many  still  consid¬ 
er  their  entrance  into  college  a  small  miracle. 

Wayman  Hamilton,  a  junior  from  San  Diego, 
Calif:,  majoring  in  special  education,  is  a  successful 
running  back  for  the  Cougar  football  team.  He  said: 
“I  wouldn’t  say  I  have  an  advantage  going  to  college 
—  I  would  say  it  is  more  like  a  miracle.  My  father 
graduated  from  the  seventh  grade  and  my  mother 
got  past  fifth,  and  here  I  am.” 

Yet,  Hamilton’s  life  has  been  different  than  his 
parents.  He  has  not  faced  the  prejudice  they  once 
knew,  and  in  fact,  like  many  of  the  black  American 
students  attending  BYU,  considers  prejudice 
another  person’s  problem.  The  future  lies,  they 
believe,  anywhere  they  want  it  to  and  are  willing  to 
work  for. 

Although  Hamilton  felt  discriminated  against  on 
the  football  team  during  his  first  year  at  BYU,  he 
said  that  was  mostly  due  to  his  own  attitude. 

“At  first  I  thought  I  was  not  getting  a  fair  shake, 
and  I  blamed  it  on  the  fact  that  I  was  black.  Then  I 
learned  if  you  work  hard,  you  get  your  wish,  and  I 
no  longer  felt  discriminated  against,”  he  said.  “I  am 
treated  as  an  equal  by  all  the  football  players  now.” 

Yet,  football  is  not  the  only  subject  that  Hamil¬ 
ton  works  hard  on.  He  is  studying  hard  now  in 
order  to  someday  achieve  his  goal  to  start  a  special 
education  school.  He  attributes  his  attitudes  about 
education  to  his  parents’  philosophy  that  education 
always  comes  first. 

“When  I  first  came  to  the  Y,  all  I  wanted  to  do 
was  play  football,  and  my  parents  warned  me  that 


my  education  comes  first,”  he  said.  “When  I  got 
into  my  classes  I  really  liked  them,  and  I  realized 
my  parents  were  right.” 

Hamilton  said  he  feels  blacks  are  accepted  as 
equals  at  BYU  and  across  the  country,  both  in  and 
out  of  education.  Because  of  this,  he  said  employ¬ 
ment  laws  that  require  employers  to  hire  a  certain 
quota  of  minorities  should  be  abandoned. 

*  Renee  Reams,  a  third-year  graduate  student  in 
chemistry  from  Tuscaloosa,  Ala.,  said  she  believes 
desegregation  of  schools  and  other  racism  laws  can¬ 
not  be  abandoned.  “Desegregation  of  schools  is  the 
biggest  accomplisment  we  have  made  towards' 
equality.  Black  students  are  no  longer  being  short¬ 
changed.  It  is  the  idea,  ‘I  don’t  want  you  to  open  a 
door  for  me  —  just  don’t  stand  in  front  of  it.’  Now, 
with  equal  opportunities  for  learning,  the  blacks 
have  every  advantage,”  she  said. 

"It's  unfortunate  prejudic  exists , 
but  don't  let  it  be  a  set  back.  Move 
on,  progress,  and  fulfill  your  ambi¬ 
tions.  " 

The  decision  to  remove  minority  employment 
quotas  is  difficult,  Reams  said.  She  said  she  would 
like  to  know  that  she  received  a  position  because 
she  was  qualified  and  not  just  black,  but  that  be¬ 
cause  of  still  existing  prejudices  the  laws  are 
needed. 

“Inequality  just  seems  to  exist,  despite  how  hard 
we  try.  It  would  be  nice  to  say  we  have  total  equal¬ 
ity,  to  not  judge  by  skin  color,  but  some  people  just 
have  prejudices  too  deep-rooted  for  this  to  exist,” 
she  said. 

Although  she  was  apprehensive  about  not  being 
liked  at  BYU,  this  fear  has  not  materialized,  and 
she  feels  very  comfortable  here.  She  does  fear, 
however,  that  others  are  not  as  comfortable  around 
her. 

“Sometimes  people  say  the  strangest  things  to 
me  and  they  stare  like  I  don’t  have  clothes  on.  One 
lady,  who  had  stared  at  me  for  some  time,  came  up 
and  said,  ‘Don’t  worry,  when  I  was  a  school  girl,  I 


_ the  only  redhead,’  ”  Reams  said,  adding,  “I 

guess  it  was  her  way  of  showing  compassion.” 

This  sort  of  compassion,  Reams  said,  can  only 
make  a  person  feel  unaccepted.  “I  have  never  felt 
any  direct  prejudice,  only  that  people  tend  to  patro¬ 
nize  me,  and  I  would  rather  be  ignored  than  this  — 
than  the  sickening  sweet  smiles.” 

Reams  is  a  member  of  the  St.  Francis  Catholic 
Church,  where  she  associates  with  some  of  her 
closest  friends.  In  the  church  she  feels  she  has  a 
family  and  she  compliments  the  new  priest,  Donan 
Pasky,  for  being  able  to  communicate  with  both 
whites  and  blacks. 

After  receiving  her  doctorate  in  chemistry, 
Reams  said  she  hopes  to  work  in  government  re¬ 
search.  She  says  her  main  desire  will  always  be  to 
help  others,  especially  blacks.  “Even  though  I  have 
a  degree,  I  will  always  be  me,  I  will  be  more  edu¬ 
cated,  but  never  above  others.  The  trend  is  not  to 
rise  above  and  leave,  but  to  rise  and  help  others.” 

Kenneth  IRA  Coble,  a  junior  majoring  in  politic¬ 
al  science  from  Mission  Viejo,  Calif. ,  who  came  to 
BYU  in  January  shortly  after  his  baptism  into  the 
church,  also  hopes  to  progress  and  reach  his  goals, 
yet  never  rise  “above”  the  black  people.  He  plans  to 
graduate  from  law  school  and  enter  politics. 

He  laughs  when  he  says:  “You  know  so  many  of 
the  students  at  BYU  ask  me  what  sport  I  play. 
They  don’t  realize  blacks  are  as  competitive 
academically  as  well  as  athletically.” 

Coble  was  nine  when  his  father  died,  and  so  was 
raised  by  his  mother  in  upstate  New  York.  He  said 
much  of  his  progress  is  due  to  his  own  philosophy 
and  outlook  on  life 

He  feels  the  best  thing  a  black  man  can  do  right 
now  is  to  overlook  the  cancer  of  prejudice.  “It’s 
unfortunate  prejudice  exists,  but  don’t  let  it  be  a 
setback.  Move  on,  progress  and  fulfill  your  ambi¬ 
tions,”  he  said. 

Martin  Luther  King,  the  Kennedys  and  Malcom 
X  are  three  great  leaders  Coble  draws  much  of  his 
strength  from.  He  says  it  is  the  spirit  these  people 
brought  against  prejudice  that  has  put  us  where  we 
are  today.

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Israel  survives  vote; 

Iran  urges  ouster, 
U.S.  avoids  walkout 


UNITED  NATIONS  (AP)  —  A 
showdown  on  an  Iranian  challenge 
to  Israel’s  credentials  in  the  Gener¬ 
al  Assembly  was  avoided  on  Tues¬ 
day  when  the  world  body  adopted  a 
Finnish  amendment  to  adjourn  de¬ 
bate  on  the  issue. 

The  vote  was  74-9  with  31  ab¬ 
stentions. 

Iran  bolted  unexpectedly  from 
an  Islamic-bloc  compromise  Mon¬ 
day  in  demanding  the  vote.  The 
move  sought  to  protect  Israel’s 
seating  by  promising  to  make  up 
any  funds  lost  if  the  Jewish  state 
were  ousted,  and  the  United  States 
quit  the  assembly  in  protest  as  it 
threatened  to  do. 

Israeli  Ambassador  Yehuda  Z. 
Blum  had  said  it  was  “most  unlike¬ 


ly”  the  measure  would  succeed,  de¬ 
claring  that  “any  attempt  to  tam¬ 
per  with  Israel’s  credentials  will 
mortally  damage  this  organiza¬ 
tion.” 

U.S.  Ambassador  JeaneJ.  Kirk¬ 
patrick  charged  Iran  was  being 
“driven  by  the  dynamics  of  extrem¬ 
ism”  and  was  acting  “outside  the 
discipline  of  any  group.” 

For  the  ouster  to  succeed,  two- 
thirds  of  the  156  accredited  assem¬ 
bly  members  would  have  to 
approve  it. 

The  move  to  oust  Israel  resur¬ 
faced  after  Iran  joined  Arab  and 
other  Islamic  countries  Monday  in 
signing  a  letter  that  expressed  col¬ 
lective  reservation  about  Israel’s 
seating,  but  did  not  seek  a  vote. 


Thousands  executed , 
amnesty  group  says 


LONDON  (AP)  —  Thousands  of 
people,  especially  in  Central  Amer¬ 
ica,  were  killed  last  year  on  the  orders 
of  their  governments,  Amnesty  In¬ 
ternational  said  in  its  annual  report 
Wednesday. 

It  urged  international  action 
against  political  killings. 

“Governments  must  not  be  allowed 
to  evade  responsibility  when  they 
choose  to  obliterate  suspected  oppo¬ 
nents,”  the  London-based  human 
rights  movement  said  in  the  367-page 
review  of  political  imprisonment,  tor¬ 
ture  and  executions  in  121  nations 
during  1981. 

The  Nobel  Peace  Prize-winning 
organization  stuck  to  its  tradition  of 
refusing  to  make  comparisons  or  iden¬ 
tify  the  world’s  worst  offenders 
against  human  rights. 

The  report  ranged  from  cataloging 
“continuing  repression  against  all 


forms  of  dissent”  in  the  Soviet  Union 
to  expressing  concern  at  a  record  924 
people  on  death  row  in  the  United 
States. 

It  cites  El  Salvador,  Guatemala  and 
Syria  for  civilian  killings  by  troops  or 
officially  approved  “death  squads.” 

Amnesty  said  Iran,  where  Islamic 
courts  condemned  an  average  of  13 
people  a  day,  including  children,  to 
death  by  firing  squad  during  the 
second  half  of  1981,  topped  the  34  na¬ 
tions  where  death  sentences  imposed 
by  courts  were  carried  out. 

The  organization,  which  opposes 
capital  punishment,  said  3,278  prison¬ 
ers  were  known  to  have  been  ex¬ 
ecuted  during  the  year  —  nearly  tri¬ 
ple  the  number  in  1980. 

These  officially  announced  figures 
included  2,616  people  in  Iran  and  96  in 
white-minority  ruled  South  Africa.

ing  West  Virginia  24-0,  Alabama  fell 
from  seventh  to  ninth  with  740  points 
after  a  lackluster  21-3  decision  over 
Cincinnati  and  North  Carolina,  idle 
last  weekend,  remained  No.  10  with 
642  points. 

The  Second  Ten  consists  of  UCLA, 
Southern  California,  LSU,  Florida 
State,  Clemson,  Miami,  Oklahoma, 
West  Virginia,  Auburn  and  Michigan.

Coaches  say  he  throws  well,  reads 
defenses  well,  and  is  a  good  team 
leader,  but  there  is  one  barrier  stand¬ 
ing  between  Eric  Krzmarzick  and  a 
starting  quarterback  spot  —  Steve 
Young. 

Krzmarzick,  a  6-foot-5-inch,  195- 
pound  junior  quarterback  from  Fall- 
brook,  Calif.,  has  been  a  back-up 
quarterback  for  All-Americans  Mark 
Wilson  and  Jim  McMahon,  and  is  cur¬ 
rently  playing  behind  Steve  Young, 
the  nation’s  total-offense  leader. 

According  to  head  coach  LaVell 
Edwards,  Krzmarzick  is  good  enough 
to  be  the  starting  quarterback.  “He’s 
good  enough  to  be  starting  for  us  now, 
but  I’ve  always  believed  in  the  one 
quarterback  system,  and  right  now 
we’re  going  with  Steve  Young,”  he 
said. 

Edwards  said  that  if  Y oung  were  to 
go  down  with  an  injury,  he  would 
have  all  the  confidence  in  the  world  in 
Krzmarzick  to  guide  the  offense. 
“Eric  has  a  good  concept  of  our 
offense,  and  because  of  the  time  he. 
has  spent  in  our  system,  we  wouldn’t 
have  to  alter  our  game  plan  at  all,” 
said  Edwards. 

Krzmarzick  said  he  lost  the  starting 
nod  to  Young  because  of  a  lack  of  con¬ 
fidence  in  himself  and  because  of 
problems  with  his  throwing  motion. 

“Former  BYU  quarterback  coach 
Doug  Scovil  thought  I  would  become 
the  next  Mark  Wilson,  but  some¬ 
where  between  the  time  when  he  left 
and  when  Ted  Tollner,  Scovil’s  re¬ 
placement,  came  in,  I  had  lost  the  con¬ 


fidence  in  myself  and  my  game,” 
Krzmarzick  said. 

Krzmarzick  said  that  while  he  was 
losing  confidence,  Steve  Young  was 
gaining  confidence  and  improving  his 
game,  and  that  was  the  reason  why 
the  coaches  made  the  decision  to  go 
with  Young  as  the  starting  quarter¬ 
back. 

Edwards  said  Krzmarzick  is  an  in¬ 
telligent  drop-back  quarterback  who 
throws  well  and  uses  good  judgment.

A  tough  Utah  squad  held  its  own 
against  BYU  in  the  first  two  stanzas, 
but  the  ninth-ranked  Cougars  topped 
the  Lady  Utes  in  three  games  15-12, 
17-15,  15-8. 

BYU  could  have  easily  looked  past 
the  Utes  to  Friday’s  match  with 
No.  l-ranked  San  Diego  State,  but 
the  Cougars  exhibited  enough  in¬ 
tensity  to  sweep  the  Lady  Utes. 

Serving  was  the  key  to  the 
Cougars’  19th-straight  home  victory, 
and  that  was  by  design  according  to 
Cougar  coach  Elaine  Michaelis. 

“I  told  the  kids  to  take  some  risks 
with  our  serving,”  Michaelis  said.  “I> 
told  them  to  serve  aggressively 
— some  might  go  out  —  but  to  serve 
tough.” 

And  serve  tough  is  what  the 
Cougars  did,  with  junior  hitter

With  the  Lady  Utes  up  3-0  in  the 
first  game,  the  Cougars  reeled  off 
nine  straight  points  with  Ferreira 
keeping  Utah  out  of  its  offense  with 
her  deep,  hard  serves.

Utah  tied  the  score,  but  a  quick  set 
by  Val  de  Pourtales  for  a  slam  by 
Raelyn  Hoglund,  and  an  out-of- 
bounds  hit  by  Sonntag  gave  the 
Cougars  a  tough  come-from-behind 
victory. 

Michaelis  went  to  her  bench  in  the 
final  game,  and  Kim  Harrington 
scored  all  of  her  six  kills  as  the 
Cougars  sewed  up  the  match.

Kuenn  will  return 
to  Brewer's  helm 


MILWAUKEE  (AP)  —  Harvey 
Kuenn,  whose  Milwaukee  Brewers 
made  it  to  the  World  Series  after  he 
took  over  the  floundering  team  and 
told  the  players  to  have  fun,  will  re¬ 
turn  next  year  as  manager. 

The  Brewers  announced  at  a  news 
conference  that  the  popular  manager 
had  signed  a  one-year  contract  to  re¬ 
turn  in  1983.  Terms  were  not 
announced. 

“I  wouldn’t  want  it  for  any  longer 
than  that,”  Kuenn  said.  “I’m  just 
looldng  at  it  as  one  year.  After  next 
year,  we  can  look  further.  I  guess  I’m 
different  than  a  lot  of  people.  I 
wouldn’t  want  to  tie  the  club  down  for 
two  years.” 

Kuenn  became  interim  manager 
June  2,  replacing  Buck  Rodgers,  who 
was  fired  after  the  Brewers  had  lost 
14  of  21  games  and  had  fallen  into  a  tie 
for  fifth  place  in  the  American  League 
East. 

Kuenns’s  message  for  his  team 
when  he  took  over  was:  “Be  loose. 
Have  a  laugh.  G6  out  and  play  the 
game  and  have  fun.” 

The  club  finished  with  a  72-43  re¬ 
cord  under  Kuenn  and  led  their  divi¬ 
sion  by  514  games  at  the  end  of  Au¬ 
gust. 


tJnder  Rodgers,  the  Brewers  were 
an  unhappy  team,  but  Kuenn  infused 
a  loose,  tension-free  atmosphere. 

The  Brewers  lost  the  first  two 
games  of  the  American  League  play¬ 
offs  to  the  California  Angels,  then  be¬ 
came  the  first  club  in  playoff  history 
to  come  back  from  a  0-2  deficit  and 
win  a  league  playoff  series. 

The  Brewers  lost  to  the  St.  Louis 
Cardinals  in  seven  games  in  the 
World  Series,  which  finished  last 
week. 

Brewer  management  had  been  un¬ 
certain  how  Kuenn  wotild  react  to  the 
stress  of  managing,  since  he’s  had 
three  serious  operations  in  recent 
years.  He  had  four  coronary  bypasses 
in  1976,  surgery  for  kidney  failure  in 
1977  and  amputation  of  his  right  leg 
below  the  knee  in  1980. 

Kuenn  said  he  remained  in  good 
health  throughout  the  season. 

»  “There  was  no  doubt  in  my  mind 
that  Harvey  should  come  back  if  Har¬ 
vey  wanted  to  come  back,  and  Har¬ 
vey’s  doctors  said  he  could  come 
back,”  General  Manager  Harry  Dal¬ 
ton  said.

Young  people  in  China  who  love  to 
dance  can  eventually  become  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Shanghai  Song  and  Dance 
team,  according  to  Shu  Zhang,  a 
ranking  official  of  the  People’s  Repub¬ 
lic  of  China. 

Zhang  said  boys  and  girls  with  a 
love  for  dance  receive  preliminary 
dance  training  in  the  primary  and 
secondary  schools. 

A  selecting  committee  from  the 
Shanghai  School  of  Dance  goes  to  the 
different  schools,  judging  the  dancers 
on  dance  technique,  facial  expression 
and  physical  appearance  while  per¬ 
forming  on  stage,  he  said. 

After  they  are  accepted  into  the 
school,  the  dancers  receive  profes¬ 
sional  training. 

“This  is  a  professional  performing 
art  company,”  Zhang  said. 

Members  of  the  company  are  from 
Shanghai,  China,  with  one  member 
from  Peking.  The  members  range  in 
age  from  19  to  36,  said  Jai  Ming  Chen, 
a  former  accompanist  for  the  com¬ 
pany. 

Chen,  from  Shanghai,  is  studying 
music  composition  and  piano  at  BYU. 

Following  six  years  of  technical 
training,  dancers  graduate  from  the 
dance  school  and  become  members  of 
the  company,  Chen  said. 

The  company  practices  at  least  four 
hours  daily,  devoting  two  hours  to  ex¬ 


ercise  and  two  hours  to  the  program, 
Chen  said. 

“They  usually  dance  Chinese  bal¬ 
let,”  Chen  said.  Zhang  said  the  group 
performs  for  different  people  during 
tours  of  China.  More  than  200  perfor¬ 
mers  —  including  musicians,  techni¬ 
cians  and  dancers  —  are  in  the  group. 

Zhang  said  some  members  of  the 
company  become  teachers  and  others 
become  choreographers.
